Lisbon, Ju n e 12.— (Special)—W hen 
th e F irst National hank of Lisbon col­ 
lapsed nearly two years ago the direc­ 
tors of the concern along with the 
other stockholders were 
obliged 
in 
com pliance with the national hanking 
laws to pay to the receiver a sum equal 
to the am ount of money they had In­ 
vested in the hank’s stock. 
They paid 
their assessm ent, thought th a t ended 
their trouble with the hank, hut in 
this th e directors were m istaken, as 
they have received notice from Re­ 
ceiver Layiin th at they will have to 
pay to him all dividends received by 
them on their stock for the four years 
preceding the 
hank’s 
failure. The 
dividends for th at tim e paid to the 
directors am ount to $4,600 and this 
am ount they are asked to pay to the 
receiver. 
T he receiver is acting under 
the instructions of the controller of 
the currency. 
The directors will re­ 
fuse to pay the am ount and the m atter 
will probably he throw n into court.

Replies to Colonel Hinman’s Criticism 
of His Decoration Day 


Speech. 
Editor News Review: In tho Saturday 
Review appears an article taken from 
the Alliance Star, entitled “Tall Fig­ 
ures from a Tall Man.” in which the 
figures iii my Memorial day address 
in East Liverpool are called seriously 
in c ' st ion 
declaring they were It 
tim* 
too high am? calling in question 
thereby my tri: h and veracity. 
Fortunately I have my manuscript 
and hav*- carefully figured to a close­ 
ness and find my statements are under 
—rather than above—the amount giv­ 
en and consequently my genial friend, 
Colonel Hinman, of the brilliant Even­ 
ing Star, is more 
than 20 times too 
short in his figuring. 
In my speech I spoke of the sacri­ 
fice made during the war of the re­ 
bellion. and I said among other things, 
that there were enlisted in all 
de­ 
partments of the army 2.778,304 men, 
according 
to 
authorized 
statistics; 
and that these marching in files 
of 
fours, five feet apart, would make a 
procession 640 miles long, and march­ 
ing 20 miles a day, the 
average for 
an army, it would require 32 days to 
pass a given point. 
If commanded 
to march single file it would make a 
procession 2,560 miles long, requiring 
128 days to pass a given point, march­ 
ing 20 miles a day. 
But the true fig­ 
ures in this marching would he 657 
miles instead of 640, my statement, 
and in the second 
marching 
2,635 
miles instead of 2.560, as in my speech, 
requiring respectively 32 4-5 days and 
131 days. 
It will bo seen, therefore, that the 
genial colonel’s pencil was considera­ 
bly blunted or his spectacles woefully 
warded. Truth triumphs. 
I regret TTiat 
the report came to 
the Star in a rather jumbled, disor­ 
dered guess work condition, and hence 
the good colonel must disentangle the 
garbled mass as best he can. Colonel 
Hinman is too good a friend and too 
true a man to wilfully misrepresent 
a public speaker, but an explanation 
from the Evening Star is now in order.

ALL ATE THEIR HUSBANDS. 


I’l l e r F a ilu r e o f a C o stly E x p e r im e n t 
to M ake S pid er* W e a v e S ilk . 
As long ago us the beginning of the 
eight cent b century the idea of using 
the thread that the spider spins from 
its body as a substitute for the thread 
unwrapped from the cocoon of the silk­ 
worm was broached, but with little 
practical result. 
An Englishman, Mr. 
Holt, secured 20,(XKJ feet of silk thread 
from 22 spiders in two hours. 
Of late sola* experiments have been 
conducted by curious persons to ascer­ 
tain which spider produce*!, the best 
aud largest juautity of silk, for it has 
been demonstrated that it is an excel­ 
lent substitute for that of the silk­ 
worm. 
Spiders from Paraguay and 
Argentina, from India, China and Aus­ 
tralia, were tried, but the best results 
were secured from the spiders of Mad­ 
agascar. 
It was found that after laying her 
eggs the female spider spins most free 
ly. ^ix of these wTere selected and con­ 
fined for the test. 
From one 2,000 
yards of thread were secured In ten 
days; from the second, 1,350 yards in 
seven days; from the third and fourth, 
450 yards in four 
days; from the fifth, 
1,400 yards in l l 
days, and from the 
sixth, 4,200 yards iu 27 days. 
A German manufacturer w’as so de­ 
lighted with this test that he made 
elaborate arrangements for having a 
spider silk mil], importing a large num­ 
ber of Die spiders from Madagasear 
to Germany. 
All 
went w’ell until the 
fem ales bad laid 
their eggs and be­ 
gun to spin, w hen all at once the males 
were found to have disappeared. Their 
larger feminine companions had grown 
so fond of them that each female spi­ 
der bad eaten her mate. 
This catas­ 
trophe ended the costly experiment.— 
Washington Post.

Over in Youngstown a lad who is a 
pupil in one of the schools of that 
city has been called to account for 
slaughtering birds for taxidermy pur­ 
poses and robbing their nests..As the 
lad has been working in ignorance of 
the law, he was dismissed with a rep­ 
rimand. 
The law is severe in its provisions 
against the killing of birds, statute 
6960 providing a fine of from $25 to 
HOO upon conviction, tfnd if not paid 
provides imprisonment of 30 days in 
the jail or workhouse.,So solicitous is 
the state in the care of birds that it 
authorizes very few to kill them, then 
only for scientific purposes. 
A scien­ 
tific person only is permitted to kill 
them. 
He must be recommended by 
two other well known scientific men 
and after paying a license is held un­ 
der a bond of $100 not to engage in the 
practice except for scientific purposes.

In 1(84 the state of \ irginia ceded all her wild lands lying between the 
Ohio and Mississippi, and extending north to the 41st parallel of latitude. 
to the United States. 
In 1786 Connecticut ceded to the United States all of 
her wild lands lying north of the 41st parallel, and between the Mississippi 
and the state of Pennsylvania, excepting and reserving therefrom a strip 
extending 120 miles wrest from the Pennsylvania boundary to the line be- 
t^een H uron an d Seneca counties, which she reserved to her own use until 
1800. 
This w as “ the W estern Reserve of Connecticut,” and is popularly 
spoken of in Ohio as “ the W estern Reserve.” 
This reservation embraced 
nearly 6,000 sq u a re miles, and was surveyed 
into 
townships 
five 
miles 
square. 
In the western portion of this tract 500,OOu acres were §et aside and 
designated 
F ile Lands, 
having been donated by the state of Connecticut 
to those of h e r citizens who were sufferers by file during the Revolutionary 
war. 


The s e ttle m e n t of the W estern Reserve did not begin until 1798. A land 
company w as organized in the state of Connecticut which purchased the 
whole of the Reserve when it was offered for sale by the Connecticut legisla­ 
ture in 1795, with the exception of the “ Fire Lands” and 24.000 acres in the 
Mahoning valley, which had been previously surveyed and sold to General 
S. H. Parsons. At th e head of the land company was Oliver Phelps of Suffield. 
There were 400 sh ares of stock, with a par value of $3,000 each. 
To General 
Moses Cleaveland was entrusted the W'ork of surveying and settling the 
country, a task upon which he entered with enthusiasm and alacrity, and 
successfully accomplished. 
He surveyed the first plat of the piesent city 
of Cleveland in 1796. 
Its growth, however, was rather slow until within a 
recent period. 


T h e K a f l i e s t S e t t l e m e n t s . 
The 48 pioneers who made the first settlement in the state at Marietta 
in 1788. were u n d e r the charge of General Rufus Putnam , of Revolutionary 
fame, and landed on the 7th of April of th a t year, having descended from 
the Youghiogheny, in Pennsylvania, in a boat which they christened the 
'Mayflower.” 
They began their journey from Massachusetts in December 
1<8(. 
In July, 1788, the settlement was named Marietta, in honor of Marie 
Antoinette. 
H ere was established the government of the Northwest T e rri­ 
tory. and here the territorial officers maintained their headquarters for some 
time, but it was never formally recognized as the seat of government. 
Other settlem en ts were made as follows:

Both tlmse places are now within 
the corporate limits of the city of Cincinnati.

of the present city of Steubenville were laid.

landed a few miles below the m outh of the Great Kanawha, and formed a 
settlement on the present site of the city of Gallipolis. 
From this on settle­ 
ments were established rapidly over the whole southern slope of the state, 
especially in the principal valleys. 
The third g reat land purchase in the state was made Oct. 15. 1787, by Jo h n 
Cleves Sym m es— for himself and his associates—the purchase embracing all 
the lands ly ing between the Little Miami and Great Miami rivers, and ex­ 
tending n o rth so m e w h a t above the center range of townships in W arren and 
Butler counties, c o n ta in in g nearly 400.000 heres.

Toledo and Adrian, Michigan, constructed in 1836. an d operated by horse 
power until 1837, when a locomotive was placed on it to supply the m o­ 
tive power. 
In 1835-1839 the Mad River and Lake Erie was built, to connect 
Sandusky with Springfield and Dayton. 
In 1848 the Little Miami, ru n n in g 
from ( incinnati to Springfield, was connected with this road, opening the 
first line across tho state. 
A branch was constructed to Columbus. 
A 
part of the lines thus formed is now in the Big F o u r system and a part 
in the Pennsylvania system. 
Other railway corporations were formed and 
roads constructed until in 1899 there are 126 distinct railway corporations 
in the state, operated by 47 companies, with 9,750 miles of m ain track and 
2.250 miles of siding, a grand total of 12.000 miles of track. 
The total capital 
stock of the railroads in the state is $605,453, 587; funded debt, $501,697,555. 
Chillicothe, in Ross county, was the original capital of the state; in 
1809 it was removed to Zanesville. M uskingum county; thence back again 
to C billie cthe iii a few' years; in 1816 the seat of governm ent was p e rm a ­ 
nently fixed at Columbus, F ra n k lin county, n ear the geographical center 
of the state. 
In 1835 the dispute over the boundary line between Ohio and 
Michigan culminated in an em eute known as the “Toledo W a r .” 
Governor 
Lucas convent d the legislature in extra session, and was authorized to call 
the militia of the state into action to m aintain the claim s of Ohio. 
F o r ­ 
tunately, actual hostilities were averted thro u g h the pacific intervention of 
the general government. 
In 1850-51 a new constitution was formed, which, 
with subsequent amendm ents, constitutes the present organic law of th® 
state.

At the date of the state organization there were no organized parties 
in Ohio, as th a t term has since been understood and applied, nor for some 
years subsequent thereto. 
T here were a limited nu m b e r of Federalists—men of high position and 
m ark ed ability—who came over from the regime of President Jo h n Adams, 
who either held office, or were influential in the counsels of the Territorial 
government, who. to some extent, constituted a party organization, but too 
few in num bers to withstand the tidal wave of political revolution which 
came in 1800. 


The Jefferson, or Democratic, party was a party en masse, w ithout dis­ 
tinctive and formal organization, led by young men, or men w ho were 
comparatively young men, and w hat it lacked in ‘the details of organization 
it made up in a virile leadership, which gave it coherence and swept every 
thing before it. 
Party spirit became fierce, vindictive and bitter in 1800. 
The opposing 
leaders denounced each other in the strongest language. 
T he Federalist 
leaders denounced the Democracy as a mere rabble, whose ideas, if applied 
in governmental affairs, would speedily te rm in a te 
in 
anarchy, unbridled 
license and the abdication of governm ent itself. 
The Democratic leaders accused the Federalists of conspiracy against 
th e rights of the masses of the people; c ha rg in g t h a t they intended to 
abrogate the constitution, subvert the government, establish a monarchy, 
and set up a governing aristocratic class, who would m ake pack horses 
of the masses. 
T h a t each had accused the other both extravagantly and thoughtlessly 
w a s fully proven by the procession of subsequent events. 
The real question at issue d u rin g these early years was the o rg an iza­ 
tion of a new commonwealth and its admission to the rights of statehood. 
Involving, as it apparently did, the presidential succession in 1804. 
The 
election of Jefferson in 1800 w as w holly unexpected to the Federalists. 
The 
vote in the electoral college w as so close that it looked as though Jefferson 
could not be re-elected as they were then constituted. 
To carve a new state out of the eastern portion of the N o rthw est Ter- 
ritory m e a n t t h r e e additional votes for Jefferson, approximately the number

All that happened long be­ 
fore my time, but the memory of it 
abided, nod it seemed to invest the 
place with a peculiar air of gloom. 
‘I have 
one into these details to 
give you an idea of the lay of the 
premises, aud now ITI get to the point. 
One night, in the fall of the year, I had 
an unusual lot of proofs to read and 
decided to go back, after a late sup­ 
per, aud ll sh them up before going 
to bed. 
When I reached the building 
on my return from the restaurant, 
everybody had gone, and the place 
was as black and silent as a cave, but 
I let myself in at a side door and grop­ 
ed my way up stairs, fumbling lo my 
pockets for a match.

unnerved. The loneliness of the place, 
the pitch darkness, the whispering 
uoises one tan always hear In a big 
empty building at night and the .mem­ 
ory of that ghastly story of self mur­ 
der, all made my heart beat like a 
drum, and it required every particle of 
resolution I possessed to euable me to 
take a step forward. 
"I moved slowly and cautiously, with 
my right arui extended to ward off 
obstacles, and had advanced perhaps a 
dozen paces when my clutched hand 
was laid flatly upon a human face. 
I 
could feel the nose and eye sockets 
against m\ lingers, aud a stubble of 
beard pricked my palm. 
Now, gentle 
men, this may seem like nothing as I 
tell it here, with the lucaudescents 
ablaze aud people passing to and fro, 
I but in that black, deserted rookery it 
I was the incarnation of horror. 
I real 
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ized then aud there, tor the nrst time I 
in my life, the real meaning of the 
word fright. 
If I had actually seen a 
ghost, it would have shaken me less, 
but that face against my hand in the 
d a r k - all, I will uever forget it, never, 
as long as I live! 
“I recoiled, aud as I did so my An­ 
gers encountered the matchbox.

stood the situation, and you will smile, 
no doubt, when I explain. 
A printer,

“Coming down from the clouds in a 
parachute is like a dream,” said a cir­ 
cus balloon artist. 
“Ever dream of 
falling from a high place? You come 
down, alight quietly ami awake, aud 
you’re not hurt. Well, that’s the para­ 
chute drop over again. No; there is no 
danger. 
A parachute can be guided 
readily on the down trip, but you can’t 
iteor a balloon. To giddy a parachute 
out of harm ’s way a practiced hand 
eau tilt it one way or the other, spill 
out air and thus work it to where yon 
want to laud or to avoid water, trees, 
chimneys or church spires. Circus as­ 
censions are generally made in the 
evening. 
W hen the sun goes down, the 
wind goes down. 
The balloon then 
shoots into the air, and the parachute 
drops back ou the circus lot or not far 
away. A balloon is made of 4 per cent 
muslin aud weighs about 500 pounds 
A parachute is made of 8 ceut muslin. 
“There is much more danger is com­ 
ing dow n in a balloon. When it strikes 
the earth, it’s like a big ball and 
bouuds up again, taking you with it 
Not long ago in McKeesport, Pa., I 
came down in a balloon becasse the 
parachute would uoi let go. 
I nearly 
came down in a big stack of a blast 
furnace, but the hot air drove the bal­ 
loon away. After that I uever intrust­ 
ed the parachute arrangement to any 
one, but attended to it myself. 
“The rope that secures the parachute 
is cut with a knife. 
The aeronaut 
drops fully HK) feet before tile para­ 
chute begins to fill. 
It must till if 
you’re up high enough. There are sev­ 
eral hundred parachute men in the 
business, and the accidents are less in 
ratio than railroad casualties. 
A luau 
can’t shake out a parachute if it don’t 
open. A man in the air is simply pow­ 
erless. Invariably the fall is head first. 
When the parachute begins to fill, the 
descent Is less rapid, and filially when 
the parachute has gradually tilled it 
bulges out with a pop. Then the aero­ 
naut climbs on to his trapeze and 
guides the parachute to a safe landing 
Iu seven cases out l f ten you can land 
back on the lot where you started from. 
The first performers must have had 
nerve to make the drop. 
Now' It is a 
regular business, not considered haz­ 
ardous at all. The hardest work is to 
bring back the balloon with a w'agon. 
Sometimes it tears in the trees or 
wherever it may land when not in the 
open.”—New York Sun.

A> long ago as the beginning of tb«* 
eighteenth eeiitury the* idea of using 
tlu- thread th at the spider spins from 
its body as a substitute for the thread 
unwrapped from the cocoon of the silk­ 
worm was broached, but with little 
practical r* Milt. 
An Englishman, Mr. 
Kolt, secured 20,000 feet of silk thread 
from 22 spiders in two hours. 
Of late some experim ents have been 
conducted by curious persons to ascer­ 
tain which spider produced the best 
and largest inantity of silk, for it has 
been dem onstrated th at it is an excel­ 
lent substitute for that of the silk­ 
worm. 
Spiders from P araguay and 
Argentina, from India, China and Aus 
trulia. were tried, hut the best results 
were secured from the spiders of Mad­ 
agascar. 
It was found that a fte r laying her 
eggs the female spider spins most free­ 
ly. 
Six of these were selected and con­ 
fined for the test. 
From one 2,000 
yards of thread were secured in ten 
days; from the second, 1,350 yards in 
seven days; from the third and fourth, 
450 yards in four 
days; from 
the fifth, 
1,400 yards in 11 
days, and from the 
sixth, 4,200 yards in 27 days. 
A G erm an m anufacturer w as so de­ 
lighted with this test that he made 
elaborate arrangem ents for having a 
spider silk mill, importing a large num ­ 
ber of the spiders from M adagascar 
to Germany. 
All 
went well 
until the 
females had laid 
their eggs 
and be­ 
gun to spin, when all at once the males 
were found to have disappeared. Their 
larger feminine companions had grown 
so fond of them th at each female spi­ 
der had eaten her mate.

Of late so m e experiments have been 
condiietcd by curious persons to ascer­ 
tain which spider produced the best 
and largest juantity of silk, for It has 
been dem onstrated that it is an excel­ 
lent substitute for that of the silk­ 
worm. 
Spillers from Paraguay and 
Argentina, from India, China and Ans 
nalia. were tried, but the best results 
were secure*! from the spiders of Mad- 
a ga sea r. 
It was found that after laying her 
eggs the female spiller spins most free­ 
ly. 
Six of these were selected and con­ 
fined for the test.

DOWN W ITH A PARACHUTE. 


A C lroii* rtn lln nn M ao Say* IC* G en ­ 
tle an ti Vol lla a n rtlo u * . 
“(’oming down from the clouds in a 
parachute is like a dream,” said a cir­ 
cus 
b a l l o o n artist. 
“Ever dream of 
falling from a high place? 
You come 
down. alight quietly and awake, and 
you’re not hurt. 
Well, that’s the para­ 
chute drop over again. No; there is no 
danger. 
A parachute can be guided 
readily on tin* down trip, hut you can’t 
Steer a balloon. 
To giddy a parachute 
out of harm ’s way ii practiced hand 
can tilt it one way or the other, spill 
out air and thus work it to where yon 
want to laud or to avoid water, trees, 
Chimneys or church spires. Circus as­ 
censions are generally made in the 
evening. When the sun goes down, the 
W'ind goes down. 
The balloon then 
shoots into tile air, and the parachute 
drops back on the circus lot or not far 
away. A balloon is made of 4 per cent 
muslin aud weighs about 500 pounds 
A parachute is made of 8 cent muslin. 
“There is much more danger is com* 
lug down iu a balloon. When it strikes 
the earth, it’s like a big ball and 
bouuds tip again, taking you with it 
Not long ago in McKeesport, Pa., I 
came down in a balloon because the 
parachute would not let go. 
I nearly 
came down in a big stack of a blast 
furnace, but the hot air drove the bal­ 
loon away. After that I never intrust­ 
ed the parachute arrangement to any 
om*. hut attended to It myself. 
“The rope that secures the parachute 
is cut with a knife. 
The aeronaut 
drops fully IOO feet before tile para­ 
chute begins to fill. 
It must fill if 
you’re up high enough. There are sev­ 
eral hundred parachute men in the 
business, and the accidents are less in 
ratio than railroad casualties. 
A man 
can’t shake out a parachute if it don’t 
open. A man in the air is simply pow­ 
erless. Invariably the fall is head first. 
When the parachute begins to fill, the 
descent is less rapid, and finally when 
the parachute has gradually filled it 
bulges out wit ii a pop. Then the aero­ 
naut climbs on to his trapeze and 
guides the parachute to a safe landing 
In seven cases out df ten you can land 
back on the lot where you started from. 
The first performers must have had 
nerve to make the drop. 
Now It is a 
regular business, not considered haz­ 
ardous at all. 
The hardest work Is to 
bring hack the balloon with a wagon. 
Sometimes it tears in the trees or 
wherever it may land when not in the 
open.”—New York Sun.
